He could never go So school and 
was always sick. He can't read or 
write and is cross-eyed. He froze his 
heels nine years ago and every win- 
ter is laid up with sore heels and his 
feet get bad. He cut his foot across 
the top and three stiff toes bother 
him to walk.

Adopted Popular Rating 


System 


In placing the third Liberty loan 


en the market the government has 
adopted Ihe motto, "Your Share is 
Fair.".The government expects ev- 
ery one who can afford to do so 
lo buy a bond; furthermore they 
do not expect any one to take less 
than their share. They do not pro- 
pose that a person able to purchase 
a larger bond shall buy immunity 
by the purchase of a smaller bond 
than would be their "fair share." 
In order that the governmenl may 
know what is each individual's fair 
share, and in order that the indivi- 
dual may know just what is expect- 
ed of him, the government has or- 
dered those in charge of the bond 
sale lo proceed along the following 
lines: 


List every person of means in 


the county. 


Determine the nel worth of 


A^ 
each person. 


Total Jhe nel worth of the in- 


dividuals and pro rate the bonds 
among them on the basis of their 
individual worth or abilily to 
buy. 


Give each individual an oppor- 


tunity to buy the amount alloted 
to him. Do no? lake his sub- 
scription if it does not agree 
with his {allotment, but refer 
such cases lo a special commit- 
tee. 


Special committee to explain 


basis of allotment «'o such indi- 
viduals, and to make corrections 
in such allotments, if the same 
is found to be unfair. 


In case the prospective buyer 


still refuses to lake his allot- 
menl, his name together wilh 
Ihe facls to be turned over to 
the federal authorities for fur- 
ther investigation and action. 
(The federal government propos- 
es to have a record of all indi- 
Tlduals who are nol inclined to 


V^° lh«r fair share to help the 
r nation in this, its hour of peril.) 


Further in reference to the above 


would say lhal commillces of rep- 
resentative citizens in each ward 
have completed a rating of the city 
and are now working on the rating 
'of the balance of Ihe'counly. This 
rating has been audited by a special 
committee. These local committees 
and 
the special committees have 


used great care in their rating anil 
are satisfied lhat in general Ihere 
findings are fairly correcl, but Ihey 
realize that it is impossible to be ab- 
solutely correct in every case. So 
if you, as an individual, feel lhat 
you are asked lo do more than your 
share, do not become angry at the 
solicitor or the committee but sim-
